HAS DEFERRED RE-CLASS!IFCATION OF RELIGION iN THE HOPE THAT SOME ACTION 
WOULD BE TAKEN BY CATHOLIC LIBRARIANS. HE PRESENTED AN EXPANSION OF 
348 - CANON LAW - LOANED HIM BY MISS DOR@AS FELLOWS IN WHICH SIX OF 
THE TEN BUBDIVISIONS ARE FOR CATHOLIC WORKS. Miss Bi .LWIN IN HER PAPER 
WARNED LIBRARIANS AGAINST SO-CALLED ‘BARGAIN LiISTS' WHICH OFTEN CON 
SIST OF INFERIOR BOOKS SAST OFF BY PUBLI SHER S. SHE STATED ALSO THAT IT 
WAS POOR ECONOMY WHEN PURCHASES OF DESIRABLE BOOKS WERE DEFERRED WITH 
THE EXPECTATION OF SECURING LATER AT A REDUCED PRICE. MUCH OF THE GOOD 
A BOOK OFFERED WAS LOST AND THE LOSS THUS INCURRED WAS GREATER THAN A 
SMALL SAVING SO EFFECTED IN THE PURCHASE PRICE ITSELF. VERY INTEREST~- 
ING DISCUSSIONS FOLLOWED THE MORNING PAPERS. LUNCHEON WAS SERVED IN 
THE UNIVERSITY DINING HALL AT 12:39. 


RECONVENING IN THE UNIVERSITY LIBRARY AT 1230 FOR THE AFTERNOON
